of each of the necessary vitamins. 
During the World war. when food 

■aving and economy become necessary, 

UUs Lucy Glllelt. of tho New York 
Association for Improving tho Condi- 
tion of the Poor, gave tho following 
■dvico: Divide your money Into fifths 
■nd spend one-flfth, more or less, for 
fnilta ond vegetables; one-flfth or 
more for milk and cheese; one-flfth or 
less fof mclt. flBh and eggs; one-flfth 
or more for bread and cereals; ono- 
«fth or less for fats and sugars and 
other groceries. This la still good ad- 
■vice. Many families on restricted In- 
comes would live more economically. 
«nd at the same time eat more health- 
ful food, If this plan were followed. If 
further retrenchment Is necessary, this 
should not be effected by reducing the 
■mount of milk In the diet. The ex- 
penditure for milk may well imount 
to one-third of the week's food hud- 
get, and somewhat more than one-flfth 
should be spent for fruits and vego^ 
tttblea. Cereals, the cheapest source 
of energy, If well chosen, may also 
supply some of the Important minerals 
and vitamins and should not be re- 
duced. The saving should take place 
rather In tho other two food groups, 
namely, meat and flsh. and fats and 

sugar.
